THE ATTORNEY ADMITS RECEIV- 
ING THE MONEY, BUT DENIES 
THERE WAS COLLUSION. 


SECRETARY MACCALLUM TALKS 


He Says He Has Always Regarded the 
Payment of the Check as Being 
Something Out of the 
Usual Run. 


Stockholders and some of the directors of 
the North End Bullding and Loan Associa- 
tion propose to fight it out to the end with 
Henry L. Gray, Supervisor of Building and 
Loan Associations, and his attorney, Judge 
Thomas A, Russell. 

Some of the stockholders and their attor- 
neys bluntly declare that Judge Russell ac- 
gepted a check for $200 to let the association 
alone last fall, just after the Obert defaica- 
tions were discovered. 

The'two receivership applications came up 
before Judge Talty Tuesday morning and 
much legal argument was the result. J@ the 
audience were interested stockhouiders, 
among them being William C. Alsdorf. 
“After the two suits had been consolidated 
and set for Wednesday Mr. Alsdorf said: 
“T am willing to make an affidavit that 
Gray took money to keep his hands off the 
association last fall. Judge Russell, his 
attorney, got an order of court to inspect 
the books. We were very busy finding out 
how much Obert stole. We did not want 
tu have any more trouble than we had 
then, so we asked the Supervisor to keep 
his hands off. They talked about costs and 
expenses and one thing and another until 
it was finally agreed to pay Judge Russell 


$200 to let us alone and he did it. 

“Now, this receiver business comes up. 
The sto@eholders are willing to have the 
court appoint a receiver, but Mr. Gray and 
hig attorney’ will not allow that because 
they want to get the job and get all the fees 
among themselves. Just as they wanted to 
do last time. We wilI-not permit it if we 
can hewp it. We will ask for our n re- 
ceiver as we have a right to do.’ 

Attorney Robertson who is in the Drew 
receivership suit says he will present ‘the 
dheck story to Judge Talty Wednesday 
morning as a reason why a receiver sug- 
gested by the Supervisor should not be ap- 


pointed. 

Judge Russell, who has had the bulk of 
the receivership cases in the courts, ad- 
mitted Tuesday that he had received a check 
for $200 from the association, but not in any 
collusive way. He eays that while the suit 
to get an order to see the books was pend- 


ing the association voluntarily allowed the 
supervisor's representatives to see the 
books. The inspection made by the super- 


visor, Judge Russell said, showed that the 
association was all right, so it was agreed 
openly that if the association paid the at- 
torney’s fees for himself and Mr. Aiderson 
beside the costs, a receiver would not be 
asked for. The $200 check was merely in 
payment of the costs and attorney’s fees for 
services already rendered. 

At the time Judge Russell accepted the 
$200 check. the defalcations and the steal- 
ings of John C. Obert were being un- 
earthed. It wags casane that he had taken 
about $59,000 and perhaps more, but the re- 
sort made by the supervisor after the ex- 
amination showed the concern to be in ex- 
cellent shape. Everybody interested now 
claims that the association has not been 
in good condition since Obert’s shortages 
were discovered, and that it could have 
been ascertained at any time. 

As the case stands now there are two 

applications for receivers which have been 
consolidated, two sets of directors fighting 
each other and an assignment in the re- 
corder’s office. Where or what the assets 
are no one seems to know. One set of 
directors wants one receiver and another 
set wants another receiver, while the State 
Supervisor wants to gobble the whole af- 
fair. 
Judge Talty will probably appoint a re- 
ceiver Wednesday and by that time a ce m-

COMPELLED HIS COLLECTORS TO 
PUT UP CASH SECURITY 
FOR HONESTY. 


THEN KEPT THE SECURITY. 


Now Mr. King Languishes in Jail and 
Warrants for Grand and Petit 
Larceny Have Been Issued 
Against Him. 


Two warrants were issued Monday even- 
ing against H. E. King, Holland Building, 
who represents the Standard Mercantile 
and Collection Co. He is charged with 
grand larceny and petit larceny. The war- 
rants were served Tuesday morning and 
King is now in jail. 

The warrants were issued by Prosecut- 
ing <Attorney Mulvihill, upon evidence 
which points to one of the most daring 
and lucrative swindles worked in St. Louis 
for years. Mr. Mulvihill’s attention was 


calied to the case by a young man named J. 
C. Campbell, who came to his office seek- 
ing redress. 

Campbell said he paid a labor agency at 
916 Olive street $2 to secure him a job. 
The agency referred him to King, and the 
latter employed Campbell to coilect at a 
sa.ary.of $15 a week and 5 per cent com- 
mission for his weekly collections. This 
struck Campbell as a good thing and he 
accepted. Then he was informed that he 
must deposit $15 as a guarantee of honesty, 
and when he had done so he was handed 
a bunch of bills and started out to make his 
collections. He trudged about the town 
and soon found that many of the persons 
from whom he was expected to _ collect 
money, were dead or had moved away from 
town years ago. He stuck to his duty for 
two days, the impression always growing 
in his mind that the Standard Mercantile 
and Collection Co. was a gigantic fake. 

Then he decided to resign. He did so, but 
his $15 deposit was refused. He called at 
the warrant office, but ‘Mr. Braden, who 
was acting for Mr.. Johnson at the time, 
told Campbell that he could not issue a 
warrant against King, as he (Braden) was 
legal adviser for the Standard Mercantiie 
and Collection Agency Then the com- 
piaintant went to see “Mr. Mulvihill, and 
the latter accompanied him to King’s office. 
They faund Mr. King a fashionable dressed 
man, ensconced in three handsome offices 
on the fifth floor of the Holland building. 
Mr. Mulvihill told Mr. King in plain words 
that he was a swindler if he did not return 
Campbell’s $1& 

“If you do not pay him I will issue a 
warrant for you.” 

King demurred, but finally agreed to hand 
Campbell his money to-day. Mr. Mulvihill 
had hardly returned to his office, however 

when others who had been buncoed out of 
various sums by Mr. King’s extraordinary 
methods, began to come in. One aged man 
said he had paid King $50 for a position as 
collector, and after walking the streets for 
days in a vain attempt to collect some of 
the bills, realized at last that it was im- 
possible to do the work, as many of the 
addresses could not be found, and those that 
were proved to be unfruitful. 

The old fellow came from Cass County, 
Tll.. and went up against King’s collection 
agency right away. He sat down and wept 
beside Mr. Mulvihtll’s desk as ‘he told his 
story, for he had not more than 15 cents 
in his pocket, and alleged that King had 
thrown him out of the office when he de- 
manded his $50. 

Another young man from Murphysboro 
claimed that he had been wolfed out of 
$35 in the same way. M. C. Wassman of 
Minnesota put up $70 for the privilege of 
carrying about King’s worthless bills. and 
pulled out a bunch of them in evidence 
of the fact that they are intended to be 
handled by an army of succeeding ‘‘collect- 
ors. The bills are printed on one- eighth- 
inch pasteboard, and heavy as they are, 
show signs of having been carried about 
and thumbed by many gullible men who 
paid dearly for the experience of work- 
ing for Mr. H. E, King. 

Wassman stuck to his job 17 days, but 
in all that time he did not collect a single 
bi One woman gave him I5 cents to get 
rid of him, which goes to show that he 
made the most of his opportunities. 

“It is my opinion,” says Mr. Mulvihill, 
“based upon my personal Investigations, 
that this man King’s swindles have yielded 
him a profit of at least $1000 a month.”

WASHINGTON, April 12.—One of the four highest officers of the 
Government, who has .never failed to give to the Post-Dispatch the exact 
truth of the Cuban situation, said to-day: 

“President McKinley feels that he has done his whole duty to the Amer- 
ican people, vindicated his patriotism and complied with all the require- 
ments of the emergency. 


“He is perfectly satisfied with his course and he hopes Congress, with 
whom the real war-making power rests, will take the step that seems proper. 

“Congress now has the power to make war and put a stop to the bar- 
barities arising from the anarchistic conditions existing in Cuba. 

“It is for Congress to say whether the President shall proclaim war. 

“The President will proclaim war as soon »s Congress authorizes him 
to do so. 

“He is their servant to command. 

“He does not believe the Cuban Government, so-called, will accept the 
concessions of the Spanish throne.”

Sovereignty in Cuba. 


MADRID, April 12.—The Liberal, Sagasta’s organ, this morning publishes what ap- 
pears to be nearly a complete translation of President McKinley’s message to Con- 
gress on the Cuban question, printing its salient points in large type. 

Commenting on the message, the [Aberal says: 

“Although the dispatches are extensive, they do not suffice for the formation of de. 
finite conclusions, The mistranslation of a-word or a phrase would produce a complete 
misunderstanding, and absolute dependence upon the accuracy of the first transmis- 
sion in so serious an affair would be a grave indiscretion. Nevertheless, ft may be 
said that in a general sense, it affirms and declares in the name of the nation the right 
of interference in Cuba. Whether a definite or indefinite period is meant, and 
whether it {is a simple intimation or a fixed decision regarding coming events Spain 
must protest energetically against the principle, prior to protesting violently against 
the action. No free people can hesitate to reject by all the means in its power a doc- 
trine annulling its personality and reducing it to ignominous tutelage. Consenting to 
submit to it would be equivalent to Spain’s resignation of her place among European 
nations. America clearly indicates her intention, hitherto veiled with hypocritical 
ambiguities. America considers Spain incapable of maintaining her sovereignty in 
Cuba. We have put up with everything, but unless we ignore our history and con- 
sider the peninsular on a level with Paraguay, isolated from the world, we cannot 
and will not submit to this.”’ 

In conclusion the Liberal says: 

“To avoid it, and to restore the self-respect due to ourselves, which is more 
important than the position of Cuba, it becomes necessary to unite in one all Span- 
ish arms and hearts.

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He May First Send an Ultimatum to Spain, Notifying 
Her to Withdraw From Cuba. 
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WASHINGTON, April 12—According to a statement made by an official of 
the Administration, should the President be clothed with authority to use the mil- 
itary and naval forces to intervene solely for the purpose of establishing peace and 
order in Cuba, he proposes to exercise it first by transmitting to Spain a copy of 
the resolution with the statement that his obligations require him t6 carry out the 
will of Congress and a notification that he will do so at once unless Spain with- 
draws from the island. In other words, the President will deliver an ultimatum 
to Spain before making a naval demonstration in the hope that Spain may, at the 
last moment, consent to 2 concession of the independence of the people of the 
island upon an indemnity or upon some other basis which es be satisfactory to 
all parties involved. If war should then come, whether “holy” or “unholy,” he will 
feel that the responsibility is ion Spain. 

The one significant sign of peace is that diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Spain have not been severed as a result of the message sent to Congress. 
It is true that all of-our consults have been called out of Cuba, and this would in- 
dicate a preliminary sign of war But our minister is still at Madrid and Spain’s 
representative is still here. It was supposed that when the President’s message 
went to Congress Spain would at once take umbrage and recall Minister Polo. 

She has not done so, noc has the President recalled Minister Woodford. The 
two Ministers are thus at their posts of duty and in a position to resume negotia- 
tions for a definite settlement of the Cuban question, and pending differences be- 
tween the two countries involving the Maine disaster in the event that Spain should 
succeed in getting the Cubans to consent to the armistice which the Queen has 
proclaimed. 

For the present the matter is leit in the hands of Congress, so far as the Pres- 
ident is concerned, but if anything should come of the negotiations which are 
known to be secretiy under way toward securing the indevendence of Cuba on an 
indemnity bas‘s there is no doubt that the President would quickly open negotiations 
with Spain while Congress is deliberating over the form of action it. will take. The 
Administration is not particularly sanguine that the insurgents will consent to 


Spain's last appeal for peace. 

The text of the armistice, which is now in possession of the President, was

The steering committee of the House Republicans are generally agreed to yield 
the recognition of the existing Government, but favor immediate intervention and a 
declaration that whatever Government is ultimately recognized in Cuba shall be re- 
publican in form and free from the sovereignty of Spain. 
. In the Senate Mr. Lindsay offered a resolution directing the President in Cu- 
ban military operations to act in concert with Gomez. 
The House Committee on Foreign Affairs expects to have Gen. Fitzhugh Lee 
before them this afternoon.

The condition of the option was 
that the Drummond Tobacco Co. was to 
come into the combine at a specified fig- 
ure, believed to be very high, if certain oth- 
er large factories could be bought q 

It is now stated that these have entered 
the combine and under the terms of the 
ween the Drummond company must do so, 
also 
The companies which will compose the 
completed trust will be, besides the Drum- 
mond Co., the two factories of the American 
Tobacco Co. in St. Louis + om Louisville, 
Venable & Co. of Virginia, P. Lorillard & 
Co. of Jersey City, the Harry Weisinger To- 
bacco Co, of Louisville and Daniel Schotten 
& Co. of Detroit. 

The capitalization of the trust Is placed 
at $50,000,000. 

The formation of the trust is a result 
of the action of the American Tobacco Co., 
formerly engaged in the cigarette business, 
in branching out into the manufacture of 
plug tobacco and cutting prices.

The plaintiffs, all children of Robert Reilly, 
are Annie R. Martin, Nannie Maginn, Cath- 
erine Reilly, Florida Reilly and Stella Reilly. 

The defendants are Archbishop Kain, 
the Monks’ Church, Rev. James McCabe, 
the Little Sisters of ‘the Poor, devisees, and 
Catherine Bowdern and Henry Andrews, 
executors of the will. 

The plaintiffs ~y Fhe i their father, Rob- 
ert Reilly, when he died, left the sum of 
$10,000 to James Reis, but in spite of that 
died, left only 
$1 each to Robert Reilly’s children, They 
claim that the reason for this neglect is 
that he was of unsound mind when he 
made the will and was unduly influenced 
by the beneficiaries and those who gsur- 
pounces him for some time before his 
eath. 

The copy of tthe will, as filed with the 
petition in the case, shows the deceased had 
great faith in the efficacy of ped for the 
souls of the departed.

EXECUTIVE TIMIDITY. 


The President’s message is a cautious legal argument, but 
not a great state paper. It contains a disappointment for the 
friends of liberty in Cuba, and asop for the peace-at-any-price 
men. Proof of the conscious weakness of the message is found 
in the apologies and explanations of the President’s friends. 

There is nowhere in the paper an expression of the sympathy 
of the American people for the — of freedom in Cuba. 
There is no pledge, implied or expréssed, that the final gov- 
ernment of Cuba will be a free Cuban government. There is 
nowhere a .clear intimation that the forces of the United 
States will be used to drive Spain from the island. There is 
nowhere a distinct conclusion plainly deducible from the 
argument that Spain has forfeited her sovereignty and must 
leave Cuba in the hands of the Cubans. 

While the President draws up a terrible indictment of Spain's 
misrulé and points cut the collapse of Spanish sovereignty, he 
fails in the sentence. He convicts Spain of high crime, but 
does not prescribe adequate punishment. There is nothing in 
the message inconsistent with the recognition as the stable 
government, which the President says must be set up in Cuba, 
of some form of Spanish sovereignty. In no place does it defin- 
itely refer to independence as the object of American inter- 
vention. It harks toward compromise. 

As to the Maine incident, the message is wholly unsatisfac- 
tory. It expresses confidence in the Naval Court of Inquiry 
and its finding that the Maine was blown up by a submarine 
mine, but avoids the-logical conclusion that the Maine was 
destroyed by Spaniards. It implies arbitration. 

The message conveys the impression that the President was 
controlled by fear of offending Spain and Spain's friends in 
Lurope, and that he lacked the courage to express the senti- 
ments in the hearts of the American people, and to stand 
boldly for their principles and their rights. It is indefinite, 
indecisive and timid. 

But there is a clear indication of a desire to shift the issue 
upon Congress. The vague recommendations offer Congress an 
opportunity to meet the expectations of the people, to express 
their sentiments and to accomplish their will. Congress can 
show what stuff it is made of. Diplomacy is exhausted and

BULES OF DRAFTING THE 
VOLUNTEER LIST IS EX: 
HAUSTED, 


BARRACKS ALWAYS READY. 


Groops Could Not Bo Moved Earlier 
Than Twelve Hours, Which Is as 
Soon as Transportation 
Could Be Arranged. 


If Jefferson Barracks were a post sftuated 
way out West, in Montana, perhaps, or 
may be upon the arid plains of Arizona, 
this latest bit of intelligence from the gar- 
rison would begin after the usual war cor- 
respondent’s fashion, as for instance: 

‘"T have just seen Maj. Wessells, com~ 
gnander of the post, and he assures me 
that he has as yet received no instructions 
from the Department at Washington re- 
garding the arrival of the Dleventh Infan- 
try at Jefferson Barracks. Neither has he 
yet been told the date set for the Third 
Cavalry to move East.” 

But as Jefferson Barracks !s a part of B8t. 
Louis, as legitimate a local news field as the 
Four Courts, the latest tidings from the 
post must be told in a much less pretentious 
way. Summed'up, the latest from Jefferson 
Barracks !s about as uninteresting as touch- 
ing upon the Spanish-American situation as 
@ chapter from Pilgrim’s Progress. 

At the same time the Ignorance of the 
commanding officer is noteworthy, as show- 
ing one of Uncle Sam's customs at such 
ticklish periods as this happens to be. The 
men at the barracks, frem the Major down 
to the sun tanned and weather-beaten in- 
dividual who was driving the sprinkling 
cart over the pike fn front of the officers’ 
quarters Tuesday, are but servants of 
Uncle Sam, and iike other good servants 
their duty is to ask no questions, to antici- 
pate no orders, bat to wait until they are 
told and then to do. It is a rule with Uncle 
fam, as it is with every other master who 
has great responsibilities resting upon his 
shoulders not to tell his business to any- 
body, not even to his trusied servants. 

Such a course seems the only natural 
way when one stops to think about it, but 
civilians don’t stop to think, as a rule re- 
garding the customs and conventions of the 
gnilitia, and it is because they don’t give 
thoughts to these matters that the officers 
at Jefferson Barracks laugh in the faces of 
earnest reporters who go down there after 
news. 

Mr. Wessels is glad nowadays to see a re- 

orter from the St, Louis newspapers for 

he reporter is iikely to be able to give the 
enajor a few points on the Spanish-Ameri- 
can situation.

GRAY-HAIRED HERO OF SEBAS- 
TOPOL WILL RAISE 4 
REGIMENT. 


JANITOR AT POLICE STATION. 


William Maloney Has Seen War in 
Many Lands, but Is Ready to 
Fight for Honor of His Fiag. 


A gray-haired old man who performs the 
humble labors of janitor at the Fourth Dis- 
trict Station has seen the gore of many bat- 
tles, and enthusiastically declares that 
when war with Spain is declared he will 
shoulder a musket and march away to the 
wars again, 

William Maloney is fast nearing the age 
of three score and ten. He comes of sturdy 
Irish stock, of a family that won distinction 
and renown in the British Army. William’s 
four brothers were soldiers, and one of them 
perished in the famous charge of the Light 
Brigade at Balaklava, in 1855. 

“I served three years in the English 
army,” said old Wililam, becoming remi- 
niscent, “and 1 would not forfeit my. knowl- 
edge of military tactics gained in that time 
for any man’s money. Scarcely had I joined 
when our regiment, together with eight oth- 
ers, was ordered to Sebastopo!. The great 
Crimean war, with France and England 
unitedly opposing Russia, was one of tne 
most desperate conflicts in the world’s his- 
tory. We arrived at Sebastopol late in the 
fall. The Russians and Coséacks were 
camped near the river Alma, having been 
routed from the city. We charged on them, 
the second day, and were repulsed with the 
loss of 100 men. 

“As we fled a scouting party of Cossacks 
pursued myself and a companion. We were 
overtaken after a long sprint and made cap- 
tives. For three days and two nights we 
were without a morsel of food. When the 
guard informed us that it was the intention 
to starve us to death I went almost crazy. 

“That night we planned a daring escape, 
The guard entered our cell at dead of night 
to make the usual inspection. We seized 
him by the throat and choked him into in- 
sensibility. Then I donned his uniform and 
directed my fellow prisoner to follow me. 
We slipped into the jail porch, gave the 
pass word and after scaling a 40 foot wall, 
got away safely. You can imagine the re- 
ception we got on returning to camp. 

Efforts of the army to bombard Sebasto- 
pol were vain. The siege was renewed 
every few days, and added sorrow instead 
of triumph. The winter was something 
terrible. It was frightfully cold and hun- 
dreds of soldiers died from coid and starva- 
tion. But we made some headway and at 
length the Russians evacuated Sebastopol, 
leaving a burning city behind them, 

“From a ‘distance I witnessed the charge 

from Balaklava, in which 400 good and true 
men lost their lives. Looking at those brave 
soldiers rush into that —e of death was 
a scene I can never forget. We returned to 
Engiand the latter part of 1856. S@on after- 
ward I was honorably discharged from the 
army and came to America, 
“A few years Jater found me in the service 
of Uncle Sam. After the brief skirmish of 
Camp Jackson I was taken ili, and remained 
in bad health for a long time. I have assur- 
ances from severa:i of my old comrades that 
they will unite with me in forming a regi- 
ment to teach those cruel Spaniards a les- 
son long to be remembered.”’

The fiscal year ended Monday, and to-day 
the Mayor notified the heads of depart- 


{ments that they must send In their annual 


reports as early as possible. The first and 
only report ready for the Mayor’s inspec- 
tion so far is that of Louis Grund, Asses- 


sor and Collector of Water Rates. Mr. 
Grund and the city are to be congratulated 
on the excellent record of last year. The 
receipts show $659,929.25 over those of last 
year. The total receipts for the year were 
$1,388,564.45, against $1,335,635. 20.
